.\fter some remarks by Mr. 31arshall against the 
bill, and .Messrs. Grej', Evans, Hardin and Walker 
in favor of it, The bill was read a third time. 

Mr. WILLI.\MS did not wish to commit hi mseU 
by his vote, to hereafter vote thousands upon thou- 
sands of dollars to this object. The amount now 
asked for in the bill, ^15,000, is not sufficient to 
erect the necessart' buildings for the comfoi 'table 
keeping of 300 Lunatics, as is expected by thti bill; 
the f.nanres of the State will not admit of gt eater 
appropriations, and he therelore would move to strike 
out Mree hundred patients, and insert /iro hundred. 
Tho chair derided the motion out of order. 

Mr. M.\RSH.M,L did not desire to be understood 
as beinsT opposed to the Institution; but so many ap- 
propriations had already been made this winter, in 
order not to einbarras the Treasury, the erectio n and 
location of this .\syluni, in his opinion, shou Id be 
deterred. 

The question being on the pas-sage of the bill, 
was decided in the affirmative — ^yeas 21, nays H'.

Evesihg Sessiok. 

A bill to divorce Joel Jones came up in order at 
this tune; read. 

Mr. OR.\INGER said, he hoped the divorce 
would be granted. It is well known that this case 
was a righteous one, and the only difficulty on the 
subject, was that poor Joel, on yesterday, l..ad four 
men and two women packed on his back. He is a 
strong man, Mr. Speaker, but it is weight enough to 
break any one down; any one except Joel Junes, 
who yesterday made a four mile race, and carried 
all the extra w'eight above mentioned. 

Now, sir, I have during this session, been tolera- 
bly modest, (being naturally a modest man,) I have 
uever asked a favor, nor have I kept the Ho use lis- 
tening to long, unmeaning speeches, under these 
circumstances. And moreover, that it would not be 
just to visit the sins of others on poor Joel’ii head; 
and it is his misfortune, and not his fault, tiiat the 
amendments have been strapped on his shoulders. 

I therefore hope the bill will pass. 

The Yeas and Nays being called, it was passed, 
41 to 34. 

Mr. J. BROWN said, by an act of 184,5 -(>, the

Mr. BUSH moved a call of the roll; done, and 
nine were absent. | 

Mr. WILKINS moved to amend so as to give 
Warren two, and Logan one Representative. 

He presented this motion with a consciousness, 
that whatever might be the result, it was his duty to 
do it. The qustion turned alone upon a proper con- 
atnictiun of the constitution, and he believed both 
the letter and spirit was in opposition to the bill as 
it DOW stood, and in support of his amendment. He 
here read the section of the constitution in relation 
io the repreaenUtion, and explained its application 



to the matter under consideration. He insisted that ' 
the county having Uie largest residuum, other things 
being equal, was entitled to the additional represen- 
tative, and that the return to the Auditor’s office 
showed that Warren county had a larger number of 
votes than Logan, and therefore it was entitled to 
tiie two in stead of Logan. 

A message from the Senate, announcing the pas- 
sage of certain bills, &c. 

Mr. BOWLING felt much interest in the matter 
under consideration, because it involved important 
rights; but he should, owing to the advanced stage 
of the session bo exceedingly brief. This matter 
had gone through the investigation of two coin- 
mittees — one of this House and the other of the 
Senate, lie, with ruluctancc admitted that L 'g>in, 
had a smaller number of voters than Warren- as 
returned to the Auditor's office. He admitted that 
the cuiistitiitional argument of the genlieinan from 
Warren, (31r. Wilkins,) was good so far as it went, 
but there were other matters to be taken into con- | 
sideratiun. The county of Logan drew residuums ■ 
from her surrounding counties, and from which, , 
Warren could not draw the residuums in accordance j 
with the constitution, Warren county had no con- j 
stitutional right to two members, and could not ex- 1 
pect to have them; Logan had iiad two Repre.senta- j 
lives invariably with only one exception, and her i 
claims were now quite as strong us they had been ! 
at any previous apportionment. He opposed the j 
amendment at length. 

Mr. Wll.KlNS could say that Warren county 
did e.vpect, and could by right, demand two Repre- 
sentatives. He should do his duty to his constitu- 
ents and leave tlie consequence to this House. He 
knew that so far as the House committee was con- 
cerned, that they at first stood six in favor of giving 
to Warn n two, and four lor giving to Logan two, 
but afterwards they reversed the vote, lor what 
reason lie could not say, but he mentioned the lact 
to show that the matter was one of doubt to the 
comiiiitlee. He insisted that the residuums of the 
surrounding counties could be given to Warren with 
more jifopriety and witli equal constitutionality as 
to Logan. \Vhen the county of lAigan supplies the 
deficit of tlie counties below her. and takes her 
residuums from Ednionston and Butler, she only has 
a bailance of eleven, and with tliat view' of tlie 
case, Warren was certainly entitled to two Repre- 
sentatives instead of Logan. He advocated the 
amendment at length. 

Mr. G. VINES called for a division of the ques- 
tion; and the motion being to strikeout two after 
Logan, he insisted that the member should be taken 
from JjOgan and L'iveri to Mercer. 

Mr. BuWLl.NG thouglit the gentleman from 
Warren (Mr. Wnkins) had made a great mistake in 
relation to the deficit from the counties below. He 
insisted that ii a line was drawn due North hy 
the East line of L>gan county, that the resdiuums 
from the counties below and West, were more than 
sufficient to supply the deficit of I^ogun. That the 
three counties of Warren, Simpson and .Mien, had 
but Mj over the number necessary for their three 
Representatives. He an.swered the gentleinan from 
VN arren at length. 

Mr. HUGHES said since tjie gentleman from 
W arren ^Mr. Wilkiiie) had disclaimed the idea of 
rolling residuums, it seemed to him that the House 
Would refuse to strike out. He w as of opinion that 
under the Constitution the comity of Logan was 
entitled to the two representatives, 

Tiie yeas and nays being culled, the motion was 
lost, 35 to 45. 

Mr. .\LL1N moved to amend so as to take from 
Nelson one, and give it to Mercer. He did not like 
to take up the lime of the House at this stage of the 
session, but he felt that it was nothing but reasona- 
ble and just that he should make a plain statement 
of facts and statistics, and show that the county of 
fiercer was entitled to two, and that Nelson to but 
one member. He insisted that the residuum of 
Nelson was necessary to make up the deficits of the 
several counties that should draw from her, and that 
fiercer was really, from every consideration, entitled 
to two representatives. 

Mr. S. YUUNG opposed the amendment, and in- 
sisted that Nelson was entitled to draw the residu- 
ums of the counties of Washington and Clarion, 
and tliose two residuums would make up to within 
94 votes, the full ratio for two members; that .Mer- 
cer was called upon to make up the deficits of the 
counties surrounding her; that Nelson had always 
drawn residuums from those counties surrounding 
her, and there was no reason to change that long 
established usage, and especially till a clear and 
constitutional argument could he urged against it. 
He oj'.jiosed the amendment at length. 

Mr. ALLIN replied to the gentleman from Nel- 
son, (Mr. Vonng.) 

Mr. DUNCAN opposed the amendment, and ex- 
hibited the statistics, showing that Nelson county 
was entitled to two representatives. He opposed it 
at length. 

Mr. GAIN ES thought it was nothing but right, 
reasunabie undjust that Mercer, instead of Nelson, 
should have tw o representatives. He examined the 
statistics of each county and tlie surrounding coun- 
ties from which they could draw residuums and the 
deficits to he made up by them. 

The yeas and nays being called on the adoption 
of the amendnient it was lost, 37 to 45. 

Mr. ('.VRUSLE moved to amend so as to take 
one from Bourbon and give it to Kenton. 

-Mr. H.-VGGARD moved that the House do now (a 
quarter past six) adjourn. The yeas and nays being 
called, it was lost, 33 to 51.
